The 
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Largest Day’s Movement Of Season 
Sees 188 Carlots Roll To Market 


Largest movement for a single day in the Glades winter 
vegetable season was Jan. 4, according to Manager Felton Pitt- 
man, at the Federal-State Market News Service at Belle Glade. 
Commercial Agent R. E. Hotard, Florida East Coast Railroad, 
also announced the largest week's movement of the season for 
the seven-day period ending Jan. 5. 

Despite the. greater movement, shipments of fresh veget- 
ables continue to show a broadening gap for a comparable period 
Jast year. Celery, cabbage, escarole and endive made up the 


bulk of Monday's record move- 
ment as supplies of beans and 
corn dwindled to a trickle. 

Good quality escarole and en- 
dive moved with an 85-90 cent 
market as bright sunshine and 
above - normal temperatures 
„brought favorable growing con- 
ditions. 

Corn, now in a harvesting 
lull, brought $3.50-4.50 and only 
the better quality beans were 
being purchased, generally 
Prices ranged $3.75-4.00 for 
Harvester, Valentine and 
Wades. 


The, cabbage market was 
mostly’ $150-L75 with good 
supplies and shipments on the 
increase, Celery averaged $1.50- 
1.75 while the bulk of potatoes 
sold at $2.25 but some at $2.00. 
Radishes were at break-even 
prices of 70 to 75 cents selling 
in baskets of film bags. 


Total movement by truck and 
vail for the past week was 750 
carlots or equivalents. Total 
movement since ‘the season's 
start is 4,976 compared to 7,123 
for a similar period last year. 
Rail shipments alone are.2,542 
behind last year.

Killing Justified 


A coroner's jury at Belle 
Glade Tuesday night ruled as 
justifiable the murder of a 
Negro by another in a rooming 
house on S. W. 6th St. last Si 
urday, according to Peace Jus- 
tice Mrs, Aleese Cherry. 

According to Deputy Sheriff 
Bobby Newman, Norman Robin. 
son shot McKinley Holman with. 
a .38 pistol when Holman and 
his brother, George, came to the 
Smith Building where Robin- 
son and his common-law wife, 
Geraldine, were living. 

Newman reported that the 
woman had been married to 
McKinley Holman until June of 
1959. Allegedly, McKinley had 
threatened both his former wife 
and Robinson. When Holman 
and his brother came to the 
apartment Saturday night, 
George shot Geraldine. in the 
hip with a .22 pistol About 
that time Robinson came back 
upstairs from making a phone 
call. 

He shot McKinley in the neck 
then fired four more times at 
George, who his wea- 
pon and ran. The Woman was 
hospitalized, i after 
Belle Glade police and Newman 
arrived at the scene, Robinson 
returned to his room where he 
was taken into custdy.

Talmadge announced earlier 
that ozone generator had 
been installed on the recom- 
mendation of the consulting 
engineers on a 30- trial 
basis. Talmadge said there had 
been only one complaint of od- 
ors at the site since the genera- 
tor was installed. 

He said the consulting eng- 
ineer and the ozone generator 
manufacturer would meet again 
with the city at the end: of the 
trial period to determine the 
results of the machine's opera- 
tion and work out additional 
moves to stop any odors which 
emit from the station. 

Last month a petition signed 
by residents of Sylda Heights 
and other bordernig neighbor- 
hoods asked the city to take 
immediate action to combat 
odors which, they said, came 
from the station. 

In addition to the installation 
of the ozone generator, city 
workers sealed off a portion of 
the building's interior walls in 
an effort to stop any odor which 
might have been escaping from 
that area.
